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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 
13, 2007 has been entered. 

The claims are drawn to more than one election. Therefore, a restriction 
requirement is deemed necessary, as set forth below. 

Claims 1-3, 7, 8 and 21-26 are under examination. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to a composition for treating osteoporosis comprising a 
dried powder of culture of Cordyceps sinensis as an effective ingredient 
wherein the dried powder comprises a water extract of an organic solvent 
extract of culture of Cordyceps sinensis, classified in class 424, subclass 
195.15. 

II. Claims 7, 8 and 21-26, drawn to a composition for treating osteoporosis 
comprising an organic solvent extract product of culture of Cordyceps 
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sinensis wherein at least one organic solvent is diethyl ether, classified in 

class 424, subclass 1 95. 1 5. 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated If it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
two different groups are directed to different inventions. For example, the invention of 
Group I is directed to a product for treating osteoporosis comprising a dried powder of 
culture of Cordyceps sinensis as an effective ingredient wherein the dried powder 
comprises a water extract of an organic solvent extract of culture of Cordyceps sinensis, 
whereas the invention of Group II is directed to a product for treating osteoporosis 
comprising an organic solvent extract product of culture of Cordyceps sinensis wherein 
at least one organic solvent is diethyl ether. Moreover, these compositions are capable 
of separate manufacture, use or sale, as claimed, and are patentable (novel and 
unobvious) over each other (though they may be unpatentable because of the prior art) 
subjects. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 
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(b) the inventions liave acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) Identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.
